ME LATEST PHASE IN XHiS WiSi.- 
LINGTON TROUBLES. 

The miners of -Wellingtou uro not wise 
in their day and fit u'- ration. At a time 
when they bUouUI be most moJsrate in 
their demaEds and concilmtory in their 
conduct we find them purpning a line of 
policy it would bo mildness to term m- 
diacieet. It was not enough for their 
purpose to set a hitherto prosperous and 
law-abiding community by the ears and 
force the Government to proceed to moa- 
Burea of extremity in vindication of the 
law; it was not euough that by their own 
voluntary act they abandoned high wages 
and involved tlio whole rroviuoo in se- 
rious loss and iueouvonionce. If report 
speaks true their latest act ha3 been to 
prevent a number of men who were will- 
ing toswork from entering the Wellington 
mine/ ' Buinor adds that the managing 
partner has sent to San Franciaco for a 
full force of workmen. This last step was 
not taken, it is said, until after tho posi- 
tive refusal of tho old hands to return to 
•work at tho old rate of remuneration lind 
b'een announced. There aro many good, 
well-menuinp; men among tbo Wellington 
minora, inul every ono will regret that tho 
step has been taken; but uouG will deny 
that it was necessary. "Forbearance has 
ceased to be a virtue." Further tempor- 
izingiW.oaiaBB.einit9;,b,ej>holijbi0^^^ 
■wisabini ^-livery' oppdrtanity lias- been 
given tho men to return to their situa- 
tions. Tiiey have refused to avail them- 
aelveg of the opportunity, and declined to 
allow others to accept the work that Ibey 
spurn. Very well! There is but ono 
oourae open, viz: to introduce now hands 
and call upon tho G-ovarument to protect 
them. There should be no more failures; 
there is no reason why there should be 
any. A woU-organizpJ body of special 
policemen must lie sent to the spot with 
the men and the fullest protection afiford- 
ed to all who may claim it. The time for 
trifling has gone by. The demands of 
the men of Wellington are unjust. It 
was proper that they should" ask; but be- 
ing refused thoy should either have re- 
turned to work or allowed others to fill 
theiv plnces, More than a month ago we 
told these iniBguided and badly-advised 
men that in holding on to tho company's 
hou»es they wore sowing to tlie wind and 
would reap the whirlwind. Do thoy hold 
the property to-day ? Have they nut been 
dispossessed and their wives and little 
ones turned into the common? Their last 
tuistake may prove even more serioua in 
its resulti than their lirst. The Qovern- 
ment is bound to protect its subjects. If 
the Wellington miners had well-founded 
•L<'06mplaint8. against their employers the 
Qovernmeiit would have aocordod them 
the eame measure of protection it 
has accorded their employers. But 
no set of men can make a law 
unto themBolves and call on 
Government to sustain them in enforcing 
it. We sincerely hope that wise coudsgIb 
will prevail with the men and that the 
company will not be forced to carry out 
their present intention; for should they do 
80 tbo old familiar fiwefl of -Wellington 
will vanish from the scene and strange 
oncH will appear in their stead, The men 
of Wellington will then recognize as a 
patent foot what the.y shut their eyes to 
noWT-that in spite of all they , can ,d9 the 
world still goes round! ' * ' " 

'^i-!^- K .'- 'A' SUNDAY LAW. 

The City Council are preparing a By 
law to secure the proper observance of tho 
Lord's Day. A great deal has been said 
for, and much will bo said against tho 
necoBsity of tho adoption of regulations 
that will insuro the pablio of Victoria u 
quiet Sabbath. Wo quite full in with the 
idea that barrooms Bhould be olosed dur- 
ing divine servico; and if, as onci of the 
Ooanoillors sagely said; there are back- 
rooms to premises, perhaps it would bo as 
well to insist that front-dooro shall be 
olosed all day. Indeed, apart altogether 
from tho Sabbatarian- view of the case, 
humanitarian 'prpmptinga snggesV that 
barkeepers are as entitled to relaxation 
on the Sabbath us any other class. Objec- 
tion is properly iniulo to billiard and card- 
playing in siiloon.s on Sunday on account 
of thu altercatiouH and tho noiso iiuoh 
games frequently give rise to; bat no 
Councillor has uttered a word respecting 
the flying of Chinese kites' With ueolian 
harp attachment, which All this air with 
the moHt inforniil noise that tho mind of 
man over conc(!ivo(l~a n')iHO that invades 
the sacred sanctuiiry and distracts tho 
mind from devotional cxeroiBOfi, tlint on- 
ters tho dwelling ami irritiitos tho domes- 
tic mind, and that lenders life to nervous 
persons almost hnbearable. One of the 
Councillors spoke of the depraved habit of 
children buying sweets and fruits on tho 
Sabbath. Ho probably had more regard 
for tl'o Htomaehs of tho young than for 
their souls. Another Councillor suggest 
ed that any .sorvico to which a raonoy- 
paymeut attached — for example, preach- 
ing — should not bo followed on tho Sun- 
doy, or if followed, that it should not bo 
paid for. This Councillor went to ono ex- 
treme. Tho Councillor who preceded 
him went to the other. We believe it to 
bo poBiiblo to frame aSundar By-law that 
will be moderate and Boufiiblo iu its pro- 
visions and which, while it will interfere 
with tho liberty of no olnss, will onablo 
nil who may wish to do so to refrain from 
business without feeling that a I'oighhor, 
who may have no religious samples on 
the point, is neiling goods to the custom- 
erd of tliDse wlio have; and jiruvision 
might be iiuido for wupplying iho waut.s 
of ininer.s arriving lato on Saiurday night 
or on Sijnday by allowing tho stores to 
ojjen, lay, lor ono hour on tho Sabbath. 
Finally, the By-law, no matter what its 
Ecope may bo, bhould not go into force 
until submitted to the people for approval . 

Beligion and Science. 

Under tbib captiou a writer calling him- 
Bslf a "Broad Ohuroh Clergyman" contii- 
Imtes an artiole to the Spirllttalist of re- 
oeiit date. After haviog briefly alluded to 
Paaa Slonloy'e vnlediotory address and i 



claiming for it that respect which the ' 
learned divine ii, entitled to amongst a clai B 
of very broad churchmen who are now 
trying to elaborate a new meaning for tho 
word "faith," tho writer asserts that it 
cannot bo too clearly understood at the 
oresent remarluible crisis in the history 
of religious thought that spritnalism 
claims to establish according to tho rules 
of inductive logic a future developed 
from tho present and as tho result of a 
pure dialectical process, tiioso principles 
of belief in man's immortality which wo 
hilve hitherto been bidden to take on trust 
from a book, or a ohuroh, or an indivi- 
dual teacher. The method he asserts 
of more proscription is failing," and 
contends thut sinca men will not accept 
teaching at second without hand and 
credoiitiala, that thoy should not and can- 
not wlion piivato judgmont is admitted as 
a factor iu tho prooeaa of faith. Continu- 
ing, he says, "the tondoncy of looking nt 
matters from a spiritualistic point of view 
is at once to put theology iu ils proper 
plaoo as ono of tho sciences, amenable to 
ttio laws of science like mathematics or 
geology. To this the pseudo-theologian 
oljjects, because ho prefers {otakecreciulili/ 
foimded on aiUhority to belief based ou 
evidence. Tho man of science also de- 
murs, because he holds that the objeot 
matter of theology runs counter to the 
laws of nature, i.e., as much of those lavs 
as tho scientist is acquainted with." The 
writer thou proceeds to state that spiritu- 
alism aflirins, in contradiction of the man 
of science, that it (uiu soo, feel and handle 
tho sabjoctH with which theology deals. 
It IS a matter of inductive logic. In con- 
clusion the artiole says: "Now, does this 
prdpess— which is unquostionablysiftoiiBni 
tillo— diflfer from or square with that of 
theology — not the theology of Little 
Bethel, but tho theology of the New Tes- 
tament? There is the crucial question for 
our parsons and our "followers." If 
Christ's miracles meant anything at all 
beyond simple tanmaturgy, their mean- 
ing was «vid8n<fo|; : vlWiieOi^HeihMshod to 
prove that the maid was not dead, but 
sleeping, what did Christ do? Ho woke 
the maid up, and silenced the scientiiio 
peoplo who laughed Hi8"thcory" to scorn, 
by a plain, palpable fact. When He at- 
tributed disease to evil spirits, Ho talked 
to tho indwelling demon, and so proved 
the possession. Ho rooaived replies; Ho 
eventually drove the sprits away, and bo 
healed the disease. When He.,Etim8elf 
was dead. He came^baok and abo.wed Him- 
self to His disciples over and over again, 
as they sat in circle. He gave Jliem 
"signs to follow belief," bade them work 
miracles for conviction, and told them Ho 
would always be witli them, not in body, 
but in spirit, to help them to do tlua.and 
to continue that method, of wbioh Peuto- 
oost was an imagination, fie ' laid ;:d0!jvn 
no sort of limit for the prevaleii'ce of this 
matter. He did not hint that this regime 
was to last only during tho lifetime of the 
Apostles, or for three centuries, when re- 
cent testimony rendered it comparatively 
needless, and that it was then to die out 
when it was most wanted. Han it died 
out ? There is the question to which mod- 
ern Spiritualism alone is ready to make 
answer with its splendid negative. This 
negative is based on fact, not on theory, 
and therein differs' from the unsoientitic 
theology popularly but most falsely so 
called, burely, then, as science is adapt- 
ing* suicidal policy by denouncing spiri- 
tuality. Spiritualism would make an ex- 
ceedingly unwise concetision if it allowed 
itself to be disassociated either from sci- 
ence for ibeoldg^ (if we must adopt tho 
popular distinction) as though they were 
antagonistic. They are not so; and (iu 
tlio view of parsouic peoplo, at all evoniB] 
it is tho very kighcbt mission of Bpiri 
tualism to prove their identity, and that 
tho New Foith is the revival of Primitive 
Christianity. Holding such viewaas these, 
the clergyman would go into his oratory 
just in the same spirit as the chemist into 
liis laboratory, expecting that, if certain 
conditions were complied wilh.certaim re- 
sults would follow ;a8-.urod that he could 
by using tho proper means, enjoy "an 
hour's communion with the dead," now 
and in London, just as well .as nineteen 
centuries ago in Jerusalem; that signs 
would follow belief in his cose just as in 
tho case of the early churoli. There was 
no distinction between nituralaud super- 
natural then — the two horizons blended — 
why should the ease be different now ?"

ies of this school wore placed. Not to 
mince matters, lot me say thut threo of 
the trustees aro fequaw-keopers, and ha?o 
fimilios by tlieso squaws, and you can 
then judge of tho reason why Mr Chaw- 
les talks HO flippantly of tho moralH of tho 
people in the neighborhood of dieho 
Creek. "J ■ ^ ' 

Is it any wonder that 'tho Deputy Su- 
perintendent of Sohools should r(-]) irt ad- 
versely upon the morality of tho eoniuiu- 
nity when he finds that men of tho trem- 
lin strijje havo tho control of our princi- 
piil oducution!\l institution? 

Is it any wondor that he, coming, as ho 
is proHumod to conic, from a civilized 
country, and Hoeing the gross immorality 
practiced by the upholders of odueatioual 
mstitutioiiH, takes up his pen in dcuun- 
ciatiou iu tcrma fur too mild of a 
system that permits siieh men to control, 
imd then looks f'.ir good to come from 
children who daily seo tho lewd praetieos 
of their parents ? 

Mr. Somlin would bug his head for 
sliftiuo; but I fear shame has long sinco 
been a stranger to his breast — henrso his 
flipiianl allusions to, anil excuses for t tho 
immorality esialiug in his neighborhood.

Although 1 rarely respond 
to presentments of a Grand Jury except 
by acknowledging tho rocoipt of them, 
and promising to forward them to the 
proper quarter, with observations, yet 
this presontm«nt is of such an exceptional 
character that I mus't request you to com- 
municate the eaclosed memorandum to 
your fellow-jutymeu for their considera- 
tion. , r have tbe honor, etc., 
Matthew B. Beobib, 0.

I was attended in Yiot^ria,:'joa^'tw,q'^dif • 
ferent days by Counsel fbr'tbe defendants 
in the ejectment oases, and although his 
attention was pointedly called to tho 
question of the merits it was never pro- 
tended that the men had any arguable or 
colourable defence. In such a ease, why 
did tho men resist at all ? It was very ab- 
surd in them to render the attendance of 
the Sheriflf necessary. 

They were clearly in the wrong, in tho 
opinion of their own legal odviser, before 
the Sheriff appeared on the sceno at all, 
viz: on the 29th March — at all events when 
they refused compliance with tho sum- 
mons of the Deputy Sberiflf. It is like the 
fablo of tho wolf and the lamb to attempt 
to throw tho blume of this upon any ai- 
Icgod incapaoity of the Sheriff ou the Cth 
April. It is almost equally weak to at- 
tempt to throw the responsibility of the 
militory demonstration (which must be 
paid for by the Province) upon any in- 
sinuated want of tact on the Sheriff's part, 
on the 4th or 5th of April, in failing to 
coax tho defendants into submission. 

It ia not by such excuses that tbe stig- 
ma of open resistadoe ,t(gtbe/law<^v.^anitbe 
removed from tbe distriot. Let 'those 
who havo any influence with these mis- 
guided men induce them to return to 
work, and try to make amends for iho 
loss and expense which the town and tho 
wholu Province hivve sustained. 

I must pity them: and they may have 
other exouses for other parts of their con- 
duet, as to which I know nothing and say 
nothing but they wore ovid«ntly in tho 
wrong, in the opinion of their own legal 
advisor upon this ejectment question (the 
ono touchod upon by tho Grand Jury) be- 
fore the Shoritr appeared at all; and no 
want of judgment on his part could make 
their wrong right. 

Sinoe my arrival here, rumors have 
reached me of a very serious breach of the 
peace throwing a stigma on the town of 
an even graver character than the obsti- 
nate, yet peaceful, resistance of tho men 
on strike to tho ofllcers of tho law. The 
transaction to which I alude was one of 
wanton, unprovoked and violent attack, 
both on persons and property, involving 
serious injury to both: which might ap- 
parently havo very properly claimed tho 
attention of tbe Grand Jury, sworn "to 
present all things truly without, fear, 
favor or afifection or hope of rewMd." 



The Water Works' Loan. 

To-morrow the taspayore of tho city 
will bo called upon to vote for or against 
the By-law to enable the corporation to 
raise a further sum of $20,000 to bo ex- 
pended itijtiie/extension' and carrying on 
of tho water works. The By-law if carri- 
ed into effect will not increase the exist- 
ing rato of taxation, but will merely 
authorize the loan and provide for tho 
setting aside of ono tenth of ono per cent, 
for a sinking fund ond interest on the de- 
bentures. No citizen who at present en- 
joys the benefits derived from the corpora- 
tion water mains can fail to appreciate 
thorn, and it is therefore only fair to pre- 
sume that almost ovoryono so situated will 
gladly give his vote to enable the exten- 
sion of tbe supply to a fellow oitizou resid- 
ing in some leBS favored portion of the city. 
For the extinction of fires and on sanitary 
grounds the-JBy-law appeals loudly to the 
eommbn seiiao of tbe public, and for re- 
pairing and maintaining the wator works 
it would olso appear to be in part neces- 
sary. Tbe voting will take place at the 
Police Barracks, iBastion street, for Yates 
Street Ward; the City Council Chambers, 
Government.streot, for James Bay Ward; 
and Ji W. Williams' Stables, for Johnson 
Street' Ward. The poll will open at 9 
a.m. and close at 5 p.m., by which hour 
there is littlo doubt that the By-law will 
Jiavo beeu ratified almost unauimouslv.

A Popular Appointment. 

From Washington we learn of tbe re- 
appointment of Hon. Allen Franois to the 
position of United States Consul at this 

port. Mr. Francis, who is one of Vic- 
torii's old and valued residents, first came 
hero in 1862 as U. 8. Consul at Victoria 
under the Lincoln Administration. The 
Civil war in the Stated was then raging, 
and the relations of Great Britian with 
America were so oritioal that active hos- 
tilities between those nations seemed ine- 
vitable. At no pliico in Her Majesty's 
pofHOSsions did feeling run higher tlian 
at Victoria. Many Americans were set- 
tled hero, and hoatod discussions as to tho 
merits of tho contending sections were 
not infrequent. The feeling of tho Brit- 
ish residents of Yiototia was also embit- 
tered. against the United States in conse- 
quence of the Mason and Slidell affair, and 
it frequently required all tho tact and 
judgment that Mr. Francis possessed to 
prevent unpleasant ocourrencos. But ho 
proved equal to th« emergency, and by 
example and precept and by tho exoroiao 
of those amiable qualities with which he 
is richly endowed his efforts were crown- 
ed with success, and a perfect understand- 
ing botwoon tho differeat nationalities 
robidont in the Province was soon restor- 
ed. Mr. Francis continued to discharge 
tho duties of his oflico with rare obility 
until 1869, when he resigned and Mr. 
Eckstien was appointed. We do not de- 
tract from Mr. Eckstien's many good 
qualities when wo say that tho re-uppoint- 
mont of Mr. Francis will give lively satis 
faction to everyone in tho Prorinco who 
enjoys tho pleasure of his »c(iuiiiutaiico.
